Provide tor Short Feed.

The provident dairyman, whether | {55

milk raiser, butter or cheese-makor,
will soon be putting in some kind of
forage crop to help the short tur-
age that is almost sure to come about
the first of July. We urge attention
to this matter now. It is full feed
that makes the fuil bag. One of the
best crops to sow for this purpose is
oats, barley and a mixture of
one-third each. is crop can be put
in as soon as the land és dry enoug
to work. 'The ground should have a
liberal dressing of mawure or fertilizsr,
spread on after ploughing and well
worked into the soil with the harrow,
and then seeded at the rate of three
bushels per acre. The Canada pes is
best for this erop, but we have had
good succens with the marrowiats and
advancer. Put in the crop, and if
not neoded as help for the pasture it
«can be out and cured for hay, If the
land is highly manured and the <rop
is cut before the seed is formed, or
just before blossoming, it will contin-
ue to grow the same as grass and will
produee snother erop. The peas will
not amount to anything in the second
growth, but the cats and barley will
«over the ground and make s heavy
second crop. This mixture is exe of
the best of our forage crops.

It is worse than useless
to set out plants or sow seed until the
ground is warm enough to cause them
to germinate or grow,

It is rather remarkable that this
fact is not more generally recognized
than it is, ne moat farmers know that
it ia true of osrn, That which is put
in wery oarly often gets yellow, and in
othor ways show ovidences of sickli-
ness; no one, unless in very high,
dry, warmn ground, ever thinks to put
in the corn crop till all danger ofle
cold spell is over. Yet to tomatoes
and agg-plants the errror is frequently
made, and often by people who ought
to know better., Even ‘‘new varie-
